Committee Is Named at 
Meeting Held Sunday 
Afternoon to Map,Out 
the Financial Program. 


labor meeting, organized labor Sun- 
day afternoon placed itself solidly 
against the “open shop.” A com- 
mittee of two members each from 
each of the Atlanta locals was 
authorized, from which a subcom- 
mittee of seven members was 
chose This subcommittee, which 
has aver to reconvene the larger 
body at any time, has authority 
also to map out a financial program 
and to formulate a plan of action. 

The building trades council will 
meet tonight to discuss contracts 
that have expired with the brick- 
layers, the carpenters and other 
unions, 

The subcommittee created Sun- 
day afternoon by the mass meet- 
ing is composed of G. C. Leathers, 
carpenter; Jerome Jones. printer, 
J. C.-Cartwight, president of the 
Building Trades council; William 
Pollard, electrical workers; C. F.

Church Called 


By Its Faith 


Marshall Hits Priest Who 
Leers at Neighbor’s 
Wife, Elders Who Work 


Deacons Who Profiteer. 
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Washington, May 2.—Vice Pres- 
ident Marshall, speaking here to- 
day with Sir Auckland Geddes. the 
British ambassador, at an. inter- 
church world movement mass meet- 
ing, declared the church must 
prove its work by its faith and 
that it “is idle to legislate for 
purity if the priest, above his book 
is to leer at his neighbor’s wife.” 

“It is vain to enact laws punish- 
ing murder,” the vice president add- 
ed, “if the elders are to continue 
working little children to death. 
It is useless to forbid larceny if 
the deacons are to make large 
church confributions out of excess 
profits wrung jointly from labor 
and the ultimate consumer.” 

Sir Auckland exwressed belief 
that the church had not kept pace 
with the industrial revolution of the 
last century and that religion on 
Which civilization is based had been 
forgotten in the great cities. 

“The material of the city today,” 
the ambassador declared, “is the 
millstone around the neck of de- 
mocracy, which is dragging democ- 
racy down and making it  pos- 
sible for a determined minority, 
through blackmail or corruption, to 
compsl peopte to agree to vote for 
things they do not want. That 
way lie déstruction and “disaster 
and the loss of all freedom that 
the centuries have won.” 

Vice President Marshall told the 
-audience’ that the church with a 
complaisant smile had turned over 
to the state the enforcement of the 
moral law, and that the state had 
failed, while the man on the street 
sneered. 

“Awake O, Zion, and if you real- 
the communion of the 
it by consistent con- 


duct.” Mr. Marshall said. “This is 
no holier than thou message. 1 
myself am a sinner. 

“The man on the street is not 
‘tired of the words of the Nazarene. 
When the church takes back the 
disciplining of the moral and re- 
ligious life of its members. when 
it. trains up its children with fixed 
vieays, when dt proves, ite f 
the ‘communion of the saints Dy its 
| werks, its courts will be thronged 
with worshippers and there will be 
no need for patcawork legislation 
to reconcile labor and capital, na- 
tion and nation. 

“Fhis, O God, make the supreme 
desire and the one motive of all 
those engaged in this great move-, 
ment. If it be not, then our money 
might as well be spent upon a Ro- 
man holiday.”

14 CITIES SHOW 
GREAT INCREASES 
IN LIVING COSTS 


Washington, May 2.—In five 
years the cost of living increased 
in 14 cities from 91.59 per cent in 
Portland, Me.,-to 107.87 per cent in 
Detroit, according to figures made 
public today by the department of 
labor. The period covered is from 
December, 1914, to December, 1919. 

Here are some of the increases: 
Boston, 92.30 per cent; New York, 
103.81; Baltimore, 98.40; Chicago, 
100.61; Detroit, 107.87; Cleveland, 
95.08; Buffalo, 102.65. 

Food and clothing show the great- 
est increases among the items of 
expenditures. ~In New York, for 
instance, food advanced 90 per cent, 
men’s clothing 201, and women’s 
234 per cent; the increase in hous- 
ing expense is put at 23.39 per cent. , 

Advances are similar for other 
cities, except that clothing has not 
gone up as rapidly, except in Chi- 
cago.

SAYS U.S. 1S LIVING 
BEYOND ‘OIL’ MEANS 


Washington, May 2.+—-The United 
States is “living beyond its means” 
in the consumption of petroleum 
and its products, Secretary of the 
Interior Payne declared today. 

Payne said the output of petro- 
leum increased by 20 per cent in 
March, or more than 6,000,000 bar- 
rels, but this increased flow did not 
Satisfy the demand, and 6,500,000 
barrels were imported from Mexico, 
which was 3,000,000 barrels more 
than the amount imported in the 
same month of last year. 

The total increase available aft- 
er allowing for increased exports 
to Canada is figured at 8,500,000 
barrels. Even with this increased 
amount heavy drafts were made on 
reserve stocks of pipe line compa- 
hies, so that another million bar- 
rels was contributed to current con- 
sumption. 

“The encouraging response of 
production to high prices would of- 
fer more hope for the future did not 
the consumption of oil increase 
much more rapidly,” sail Payne. 
‘The March consumption of petro- 
leum exceeded that of a year ago 
by nearly 12,000,000 barrels. ~This 
single month’s record of 44,000,000 
barrels means that the United 
States is now using more oil each 
month than the whole world used 
in the whole year of 1885. 

“These are facts which must be 
faced by every citizen who uses any 
petroleum product, whether fuel 
oil, gasoline or lubricating oil, and 
these figures likewise raisq ques- 
tions of public policy.”

Washington, May 2.—The soldier 
bonus bill, balked in the republican 
caucus of the house by the oppo- 
nents of its sales tax provisions, is 
ing for a course of remodeling and 
dry-cleaning before it can come up 
again for consideration. 

The action of the caucus pre- 
cluded any possibility of its being 
brought up Monday under suspen- 
sion of the rules, as had been 
planned, and the eariiest that it can 
come up under similar conditions is 
two weeks ago. 

The caucus, at which the “‘insur- 
gent” republican element, clamor- 
ous for an excess profits tax meas- 
ure, Startied the ways and means 
committee bill’s adherents by actu- 
ally mustering the strength claimed 
beforehand, adjourned “subject to 
the call of the chair.” Just -~>when 
the chair will be moved to take up 
the question again is a matter on 
which anybody’s guess is as good as 
another’s, but the probability is that 
the chair will not be inclined ‘o 
call another caucus’ before next 
Friday, at least. 

Time of Further Action. 

At the conclusion of the one last 
Friday, Chairman Fordney, of’ the 
ways and means committee, indi- 
cated that it would take him and 
his colleagues about that much 
time to do whatever reshaping they 
have in mind—and, incidentally. 
they are allowing as much time as 
possible in the hope that some of 
the. insurgents will, cool off and 


decide to report once more for duty 
in the republican ranks. 

“ye lot of the fellows who were

Temporarily, however, the 
State line, which runs to Havre, is 
tied up. 

Services on all lines were cur- 
tailed today. The Parisian forces 
were operating about 50 per cent, 
except the Lazarre state system, 
Which canceled all trains from the 
capital. 

The government’s determination 
to fight the strike for nationaliza- 
tion has been voiced by Minister of 
Public Work LeTrocquer and Pre- 
mier Millerand. M. MiHerand said 
the government was prepare@® to do 
its duty in the maintenance of or- 
der and to protect the men who re- 
mained at work. 

Confident of Outcome. 

M. LeTroecquer expressed confi- 
dence in the outcome of the situa- 
tion. He’explained that he had 
foreseen the conflict, and that as 
a result the railways, public serv- 
ices and industries had been pro- 
vided with the greatest supplies of 
coal than they had had at any’ time 
sinee the signing of the armisti¢e,- } 

In carrying out its policy to break 
the strike, the government again 
has issued a decree to requisition 
motor trucks and other transporta- 
tion equipment in certain regions. 

The response of the miners to 
the strike ordér is awaited with 
interest, especially as they have 
been granted their recent demands. 
The secretary of the miners’ union 
in the Loire department has asked, 
the men not to obey the strike 
order. 

Technical students and volunteers 
who were oraganized by the gov- 
ernment during the strike last Feb- 
ruary already are replacmg many 
of the railroad men who have ceas- 
ed work. 

Riot Casualties Total 105. 

Official figures issued today give 
the casualties resultiag& from the 
disorders yesterday as three dead 
and 102 wounded, of whom six re- 
main in hospitals, two of them in 
a dangerous condition.

Agua Prieta, Sonora, May 2.—By 
Associated Press.)—Confirmation of 
widespread reports of anti-Carran- 
za labor mowement throughout 
Mexico and the declaration that the. 
American, Fedération of Labor is 
expected to give its support fo the 
movement were made by Juan Rica, 
President of the Linotypers’ union, 
of Mexico, and secretary of the exe 
ecufive board of the Mexican labor 
party here fonight. 

According to Senor Rico, the 
American Federation of Labor wil] 
vouch for the fact that the movee 
ment is not “a bolshevik uprising,” 
but a legitimate attempt to achieve 
industrial freedom in Mexico. Mr. 
Rico insisted that a statement from 
the American Federation could be 
! despt§o reports 
that the organization originally 
aided in bringing about recognition 
of President Carranza. 

Outlining in a written statement 
the progress of the movement to 
date, Senor Rico said in part:

“In Zacatecas, Eduardo Moneda 
and Tomas Leal arose in arms with 
the peasants of Rio Grande. Fer- 
nando Rodarts and Reynaldo Cer- 
vantes Torres have taken up arms 
in Villa Garcia dnd Bimbaltes Zac- 
atecas, Jose l.

(From The Wall Street Journal.) 
If a corporation had an employee 
whose services brought in a net re- 
turn of from one thousand to three 
thousand times his cost, would it be 
good business sense to restrict his; 
activities order to reduce ex- 
penses” pugimess man would 
say. no. this is just what 
congress proposes to do with the 
department of agriculture in order 
to “reduce expenses of govern- 
ment.” 

The appropriations for the depart- 


ment are never large. Last year it 


cost the country about $34,000,000. 
This year its estirnate ss aoe? 
but conmgress proposes to cur 
about $5,000,000. If this be done, 
serious curtailment in vital activi- 
ties will be necessary, which in the 
end will be felt by the eountry’s 
business. : 
What has the department done in 
the past? We might point to Egy p- 
tian cotton for one example, The 
department , acclimated that cotton 
and bred it to a certain type. The 
crop last year. was worth $20,006- 
000. More will be planted next year 
than: ever before, because our Sea 
Isjand is disappearing and the au- 
tomobile’ industry cannot get along 
without long staple cotton. The ex- 
pense of producing this type was 
but forty. thousand dollars! hh, 
California is richer this year by 


$21,000,000 because of the depart- 
ment’s work in establishing rice 
growing there, at an initial cost of 
$200;000. The $50,000,009 this coun- 
try received for the durum. wheat 
raised tuis yetr in the semi-arid 
regions is a fairly good annual div- 
idend on a $250,000 investment. Wall 
street has nothing like it. The fe- 
ver tick cost the country more than 
$100,000,000 a year, and indirectly 
increased the cost of living. It hae 
been eradicated from 509,000 square 
miles of the cattle country, and 
220,000 miles are yet to be freed. 
Boll weevil and pink boll worms 
threaten the cotton crop, now worth 
$2,000,000,000 a year, and all that 
has been done to combat them has 
been through the department. 

Last year live stock products add- 


éd $8,000,000,000 to the country’s 
wealth, and yet appropriation for 
dairy work has been reduced $37,- 
750, and the appropriation to guard 
against hoof and mouth disease will 
be so reduced as to make the de- 
partment helpless. Furthermore, it 
should never be forgotten that hog 
cholera onaé cost the country $40.,- 
000,000 a year, and the serum now 
used as a preventive was a dis- 
covery of the department of agricul- 
ture.

Stressing the point that the early 
construction of better highways will 
prove one of the quickest means of 
facilitating production, the eall re- 
ferred to says:

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Change Demanded 
In Educational Plan 


Editor Constitution: The schools 
of Georgia, especially those under 
a county system, are undoubtedly 
suffering for the lack of proper 
supervision by competent supervis- 
ors. Out of one hundred and fifty- 
two superintendents in the state 
only thirty-five devote their entire 
time to the supervision of the 
schoois.. There are two reasons for 
this. . First, the superintendents are 
not. paid enough to live on and, 


sécond, some of the superintendents} 


do not know enough about the work 
to. keep them busy if they were 
getting the proper salary. The first 
reason can easily be eliminated be- 
cause the county boards of educa- 
tion have the authority to pay any 
amount above six hundred per vear 
that they wish, but the problem of 
getting competent superinterndenta 
{@ moré complex because of the va- 
rious factors’ enterin into his elec- 


‘| tion. 


We presuppose thet any one will 


agree with us that the superintend- 


ent of any work should be better 
qualified than those he supervises. 
Let’s Jook at the qualifications, 
then, of .the superintendents of 
schools in Georgia: the. thirty-five 
superintendents that devote thelr 
entire time to school work wé6 sup- 
pose are professional school men, 
but of the other one hundred and 
seventeen, State Supervisor J. O. 
Martin says, “twenty-two are law- 
yers: thirty-eight are farmers; eight 
are merchants: nine are preachers: 
three are real estate men; two are 
bank cashiers: one is a dentist: five 
are doctors; three.are bookkKeepers; 
two are editors: three are automo- 
bile salesmen and garage men, 
'three are cotton dealers; three are 
teachers; one is a soft drink bot- 
tler; one is a piano tuner, and the 
others are men of all work.” 


What a brilliant array of pro- 
fessionaY educational genus to dé- 
velop the intellectual life of the 
state. Why its it that a sick per- 
sen calls a doctor? Why does he 
not call a farmer, merchant, or 
lawyer to diagnose his ease? Is 
it not true that it is less dangerous 
to doctor the physical body than it 
is to doctor the intellectual body- 
Yet the above data shows that we 
are willing to trust the develop- 
ment of the intéllectual body to 
any one that will take the respon- 
sibility. 

The state now spending mifi- 
lions for the support of the public 
schools and beginning in 1922, mul- 
lions more will be added to the bud- 
wet. f we are to get the maximum 
results from the expenditure of this 
money we must provide some 
change in the law providing for the 
qualification: and @ilection of the 
superintendents. The proper super- 
vision of sthools is ‘not dependent 


upon the popular vote of the peéo- 
ple, but, instead, the farther it is 
removed from politics the more ef- 
ficient will be the supervision. If 
any one connected with the school 
affairs of amy county must be con- 
nected with politics then let it be 
the board members rather than the 
superintendent. The members of the 
board of education could be elected 
by the grand juries as they are 
now or the county could be divided 
into districta and a member elect- 
ed from each district. But no mat- 
ter how the members of the board 
secure their’ places they should 
have the authority to employ the 
best supervisor available, regard- 
less of where he lives. This is a 
radical change from the presen‘ 
method and wit! be fought by the 
professional politician which means 
that it will be several years before 
such a law will become statewide. 
But a law should be passed to allow 
each county to adopt such @ sys- 
tem if they so wished. As the lo- 
gal tax system started in the more 
progressive counties and spread out 
to neighboring , counties until it 
educated enough of the members of 
the legislature to the fact that it 
was the only solution to the finan- 
cial situation of the schools so 
that they have given the people 
of the state an apportunity to make 
it statewide, so would the measure 
providing for the employmént of 
superintendents function.

REIGNED BY KASERISN 


gime Spirit—Training and 
Defying Government. 


By John Graudenrz. 

Munster, Germany, May 2.—Here 
on thid former training ground. of 
the kaiser’s troops there are en- 
camped today nearly 16,000 soldiers | 
and officers, still true to the old 
regime. : 

With utter scorn for the new gov- 
ernment, these forces are ready for 
any adventure looking to the over- 
throw of the republic. Though the 
Ebert government claims it is not 
paying these troops there is every 
reason to believe, as a result. of 
an investigation here, that they still 


are getting sustinance and they 
from the government coffers. It 
apparently is a case of the gov- 
ermment not wishing to finance the 
troops, but fearing that if they 
were not paid they would start on 
looting expeditions with dire re- 


sults. 
' Personnel of Troops. 

The troops encamped here are the 
famous Erhardt marine brigaders 
now practically under the control 
of Admiral von Trotha, who was 
an active participant in the -° ill- 
fated Von Kapp revolt. Consolidat- 
ed with the outfit is a whole regi- 
ment of the Baltic troops, some 
Russian officers and scattering de- 
tachments of other German units 
that served in the Baltic campaign. 
As a matter of fact, I find that 
the Baltic outfits from the Iron 
division encamped here, are being 
discharged in name only. In other 
words they are being dismissed on 
the books and then either enrolled 
in the marine brigade or sent out 
to work on the Pommeranian farms 
temporarily until occasion arises 
for their use in a later revolt. 
In the marine brigade ranks one 
finds a generous f#proportion of for- 
mer officers who declare they will 
die rather than quit. They openly 
flaunt their defiance in the govern- 
ment’s face. They declare that Pres- 
ident Ebert dares not disarm them. 

From the evidence I have gath- 
ered here it is safe to assert that 
the plgtting is so extensive that 
shoul the government sooner or 
later take official cognizance: of 
it and send troops to put down the 
movement, it is certain that only 
such of the relchswehr ordered 
into the zone will be selected as 
are regarded “absolutely safe.’’ 

By this I mean that the powers 
that still pull the strings in Ber- 
lin are belfeved to have. been so 
“fixed’’ that any reichswehr sent 
here would be under officers 
friendly to this camp or actually 
encamped here now. And the Mun- 
ster camp is in. direct connection 
with the reactionary militarists in 
the fruitful district of Pommerania 
—a nest of land-owning junkers. 

“Karmers” Heady to Fight. 

Such of the Baltic troops as are 
actually dismissed from this camp 
and not placed in Erhardt’s outfit 
are being distributed amongst the 
big plantations of Pommerania. Of- 
ficers supervise these farms. Tem- 
porarily, therefore, they are turn- 
ing out”~farmers, but all of these 
“farmers” are ready to take up 
arms again at any moment. 

There is every indication that 
unless the government takes des- 
perate measures to disarm and dis- 
band the Erhardt forces they will 
be among the first again to partic- 
ipate in a movement to. overthrow 
the government. * . 

Both in the Munster camp’ and 
throus;shout Pommerania generally 
the men ‘simply scoff at the gov- 
ernment and pray for the day when 
they can once more break loose. 
The soldiers.are kept fit with con- 
stant drilline and their equipment 
includes vast amounts of ammuni- 
tion, guns of various calibres, ar- 
mored cars and trains, and rifles in 
aLundance. 


JUDGE RESERVES 
CROSS DECISION 
FOR ONE WEEK 


Valdosta, Ga., May 2.—(Special.) 
A motion for a new trial for H. Lee 
Cross, of Mac«un. convicted and sent 
up for life for the murder of Frank. 
J. Hodges, of Macon, was argued 
here Saturday before Judge W. E.
